Biggest American Gun Can Throw Cannon Ball as Big as One of 


Our Biggest Fighting Men 


P0V7-ERFUL GUNà OF U. S. FLEET 
HURL PROJECTILE 25 MILES. 


If the United States fleet lying in the 
harbor of Vera Cruz had been forced to 
bombard the entire city, twenty gunR 
would have reduced the town to ashes 
and ruins within an hour. 
The tw-enty 
guns are 1-inch breech-loading rifled can- 
non, the largest naval gims in the world. 
They are part of the equipment of the 
New York and Texas. 


The new guns are 53 l-o fe.et long and 
weigh 63.3 tons. 
The capacity of the 
chambers is 15,843 cubic inches. 
The 
steel projectile is as tall as a man and 
weighs 1,400 pounds. 


The extreme range of the gun is 25 
miles, although its actual fighting range 
is 9,000 yards, or five miles. 
The pro- 
jectile, on the moment of discharge, has 
a velocity of 2,600 feet per second and 
will pierce a target of 12%-inch Krupp 
steel armor plate at five miLes. It costs

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Extending Free Mail 
Delivery. 


'A.t least fifteen or twenty indiaita towi:iK and villages 
Mrffl probably go into the list oPseveral hnndi^ed towns and 
pFillagea i-n all Rections of tlie l.inited States in which ex- 
li^rLments will he made this yeai- .^n a vastly enlarged 
scope of free deUvery of mail. Thv, new postoftice appro- 
prifliion bill sets aside but $250.000 for this work, but it is 
said this wiJl be ample to make a test in a la rge number of 
towns and Tillages which have never enjoyed the privilege 
iof free delivery of mail. For many years eveiw city that 
could show the requisite amount of postoffice receipts has 
had free deliver^-, and within the la.st five years rural free 
delivery has become ]>ractically universal. Thus it is that 
the people who live in incorporated cities receive their 
mail matter at their front doors, Avhile the fanners even 
though they may be ten or fifteen miles distant from the 
nearest postoffice are handed their newspapers and letters 
once a day, six da.ys in the week. While this is going on 
the people who jive in the villages and small towns, and 
even in some of the smaller cities are compelled to go to 
the postoffice for their mail. 


Very naturally there has been ]'nv)test that these 
were being discriminated agai.nst by the postoffice depart- 
ment, and officials who have had to contend with this con- 
dition have reached the conclusion that the time has ar- 
rived when congress should make provision for free deliv- 
ery of mail in every village in the country. 
That it will 
add to the burden of expense now carried by the postoffice 
department is fully realized, hut in the postal department 
expense is seldom measured against service. 
.Rural free 
delivery added little or nothing to the revenues of the de- 
partment, and its cost mounts up to a tremendous figure, 
]3ut nobody would for a moment consent to the abolition of 
the service to the rural comnuinities. J3ut with the cities 
and the farming sections supplied witJi free delivery of 
mail, it is time the smaller towns and Aillages were given 
the same advantages. 
Free mail deliverr^ is already so 
imiversal that X'ncle 8am should go the rest of the way in 
the matter. 


If reports from Mexico City telling of the steadily

Commodore Barry's Statue 
is Unveiled and Dedicated 
in Washington, 


FATHER OF THE NAVY 


Washington, ]May 16.—Thousands of 
patriotic Irish-Americans from all «ec- 
tions of the country gathered in Franklin 
park hero today to Avitness the dedication 
and unveiling of a. bronze statue of Com- 
modore John Barry, the nation's tribute 
to the heroic Irish patriot of the Ameri- 
can revolution, by many 
called 
"the 
father of the American Jiavy." 


To j\liss Elise H. Hepburn, of Phila- 
delphia, great-great-grandniece of Com- 
modor(< B a r r y , fell the honor of pulling 
the cord Avhich micovered the features of 
the statue, and President Wilson,, James 
J. Regan, the national president of th« 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, and other 
prominent men Avere on the program to 
deliver dedicatory addresses. 
William^ 
c. Clarke. .=:on of J. 1. C. Clarke, president 
general of the American-Irish Historical 
society, read a dedicatory p o e m written 
for the occa„sion by his father. 


Hie monument is a gift of congreas 
through the appropriation in 1906 of $50,- 
000, ,-^nd the ceremonies 
today

1 he joint auspices of the gOA'ern- 
ment and an e.vecutive committee repre- 
senling Irisih-American societies through- 
out the country. 
They folloAVed a, parade 
of soldiers, sailors, marines and members 
of many Irish organizations. 


The .statute is the Afork of an Irish- 
•Vmerican sculptor, -John J. Boylo of New 
York, and shows the commodore in the 
naval uniform of the day, Avhen as com- 
mander of the Black Prince and director 
of the American naval 
operations 
he 
Avreaked havoc 
on 
British 
commerce. 
The right hand rests on the hilt of a 
sheathed sword and the left hangs amid 
t!ie folds of a great cloak draped from 
the shoulders. Tlie head is turned a lit- 
tle to the right and slightly upward and 
the poise and Avhole attitude is one of 
dashing gallantry.

ten feet iiigh on a marble pedestal of 
sixteen and one-half

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Indiana Game and Fish Commission is Engaged in Eifort 
To Supply Northern Portion of State With Good Fish

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F MAN had less of the savage in him 
the streams and lakes of the civil- 
ized world would supply all of the 
demands made lapon them for flsb, the 
forest and iields wouJd yield a quota of 
game sufficient and there would be no 
need for the game laws that are some- 
times found irksome and are regarded 
as real hardships, but that are absolutely 
necessary for tlie curbing of that instinct, 
bom when humanity had to depend for 
subsistence on the prowess and good aim 
of the male contingent. 


Man learned probably to kill 
game 
•wlien he had to rise in the morning, pick 
ont a good smooth stone and go out and 
battle with the wilderness for the fam- 
ily breakfast. If he could hurl the stone 
with deadly swiftness and unerring aun 
the task was an easy one and he could 
lug home liie''daily provender with com- 
paratively little trouble, but it is safe 
to bet that prehistoric man could not 
»Hay the lust to kill with provisions for 
a «uitable time, and that so long as there 
Tras game to be had he slaughtered it 
until he grew tired of the task. 


If his tastes directed 
him 
to 
the 
Btreams, with his primitive 
mode 
of 
catching flsh, he caught them so long as 
h« could And them, with never a thought 
that the supply would gradually dimin- 
l*h and that in taking in excess of his 
immediate wants he was laying a foun- 
dation for wastefulness that would exist 
for all time to come. 


Civilization Helpefl a Little. 


Civilization with its growing industries 
made demands upon the time of man, as 
tlm« grew apace, that rendered it impos- 
sible for him to devote his time to kill- 
ing game and catching flsh, but every op- 
portunity he had to return to these pur- 
suits kindled within him that old fire of 
Inet and he gratified it until the physical 
exertion overcame him or the pangs of 
himger or the fa.ll of night forced him 
to stop. 


Bventually the game grew scarce, fish 
leea plentiful and it became necessary , to 
curtail the privileges enjoyed under a 
BjBtem that would have led on to the 
final disappearance of both. Hence the 
establishment of the game and fish com- 
mission of Indiana and the enactment of 
laws that have grown more and more 
stringent until it has practically placed 
upon the violators the bxnrden of support- 
ing a department of the state govern- 
ment that was created for theix own spe- 
cial benefit. 


For a few yeai-s after the enactment 
of the game laws fish increased through 
the natural channels and promised to be- 
come plentiful, but mankind had grown 
accustomed to believe that any curtail- 
meqt of the privileges that he had al- 
ways enjoyed was without warrant and 
the fish were created- to eb caught and 
destroyed at will and that any statute 
designed to prevent this was an infringe- 
ment upon a right given him with his 
birth. 


Had to Kstablish Hatcheries. 


Armed men authorized by the state 
government 
patrolled 
the lakes 
and 
Bought out the men who placed nets in 
the waters and who emploved seine and 
spears and other illegitimate methods, 
and haled them into the courts, where 
fines and jail sentences were imposed 
upon them, but these deterent agencies 
were found insuflicient and it became 
necessary to establish, hatcheries to com- 
bat the unpardonable inroads made by 
the poachers. 


Just at this time a great amount of 
money is being expended in all parts of 
the state of Indiana, and especially in 
the territory adjacent to Fort Wayne, 
to. supply by artificial means a remedy 
for the wanton waste indulged in by the 
fishermen. 


Spend a week at any of the lakes of 
the state and the necessity of game iind 
fish laws will becomc patent. 
Fisher- 
men Who spend a day in the spor<; or 


take a cottage and devote weeks to recre- 
ation waste more fish than they eat.. 


Just as long as the fish wiU bite they 
will catch them, and if they need a 
dozen to supply their wants they will not 
think of stopping at this number, but 
will indulge that old savage instinct until 
ten times the needed supply is caught, 
if the fish continue to bite. 


Hatcheries Working Full Time. 


The most pretentious 
hatchery 
in 
Northern Indiana is located at Tri-Lakes, 
eight miles north of Columbia City, and 
George W. Miles will devote a great part 
of the summer to establishing a, larger 
one at Lake Wawasee. 


In this he is being abiy assisted by 
Rodney D. Fleming, captain of deputies 
for the northern district. "Victor V. Cas- 
sidy, the southern district captain, has 
just finished a trip to the lakes and the 
hatchery, which was undertaken with a 
view of learning the methods employed 
by the department. 


George Berg, of Indianapolis, is the 
man in charge of the Tri-Lako hatchery 
and he has a task that is intensely in- 
teresting to him and to the hundreds of 
visitors to the resort. He is assisted by 
John H. Fleming, a brother of the cap- 
tain. 


United States Govermnent Helps. 


Eggs from which the wall-eyed pike, 
the only variety now being turned out of 
the hatchery, are stripped under govern- 
ment supervision from the fish taken for 
commercial purposes from Lake Erie. 
They are thoroughly washed, fertilized 
with the miU ; of the male fish and "sent 
to the hatchery in trays, after they have 
been thoroughly dried. 


They are packed in trays enclosed in 
boxes and on their arrival are placed in 
Chase hatching jars, a battery of which 
is shown in the accompanying illusti-a- 
tions. 
Water in these jars is kept in 
constant motion through the medium of 
small glass tubes inserted from iTl:^ tops 
and emptying into the bottoms of the 
jars. 


This water rises and in 
the 
action 
keeps the eggs in constant motion. As 
the fish are hatched, and they are mCTe 
specks, hardly visible to the naked eye, 
they are carried to the top and out ove^ 
small spillways shown in the pictures, 
itnd from there they gradually are car- 
ried into the large galvanized receptacle 
known as a fry tank. 


In water maintained at a temperature 
of from 50 to 55 degrees Fahrenheit the 
process 
of hatching 
consumes 
from 
twelve to fourteen da/s, and after they 
have been in the tank, three or four days 
they are planted in the lakes. 


Carried in Big Milk Cans. 


From the fry tank they ars trans- 
ferred to big mUk cans and are con- 
veyed to the planting grounds or to the 
shipping station in the automobile shown 
in the picture, along with Mr.'Miles, his 
captains and several , of his .deputies. 
Many of them fall jfT^ to ihi» 


fiab, btit ih©y are hatched out in such 
vast quantities that the loss does not 
very materially aflFect the supply. The 
capacity of the battery shown h«re is 
15,000,000 fish a year, but the govern- 
ment supplied last ye^r only half that 
number of eggs, so a portion of th« time 
is devoted to hatching cisco. 


The cisco is a good food fish, but it 
will not bite on bait of any kind and 
there is no way to catch 
exc^t with 
nets and seines, and this is done always 
under the supervision of the game depu- 
ties, who must be on hand to sea that 
all bass, pike, bluegills and other fish 
of value are put back into the T?ater 
. after each haul is mad®. 


Task lis Tedious One. 


The task of hatching fish is a tedioi» 
one suad one that demands unrelenting 
vigilance. Mr. Berg or one of his depu- 
ties is on dirty every night and every 
day in the hatcheries to see that the 
water is kept flowing, that the proper 
temperature is maintained and that the 
little fish, finds ite way safely into the 
fry tank. 


There Is a great fascination about it 
and the men who take part in the work 
are vastly interested primarily because 
moft of them are sportsmen and find 
great pleasure in supplying the lakes 
with stock that will eventually furnish 
amusement and recreation for the people 
for whom they are intended. 


There are now twenty-three deputies in 
Northern Indiana and eighteen in the 
southern portion, and all of them are 
kept busy constantly. The department, 
through Mr. Miles, has purchased nina 
acres of ground near Wawasee and the 
summer will be devoted to the estab- 
lishment of new fisheries and breeding 
ponds. A building áite for a bungalow 
to be occupied by the men in charge 
has already been selected and about two 
acres will be in service this year. 


Last year it cost about $65,00 to run 
the department, and this year about 
$80,00 will be expended. \STiile there is 
an appropriation by the state from the 
funds derived from taxation, there goes 
into the coffers every year money enough 
from fines and license fees to almost bal- 
ance the expenditui'es. To every fine as- 
sessed for fish and game law violations 
is attached a fee of $20 that goes to the 
department. 


Bass Must Be Caught. 


Bass are not supplied by the" hatcheries. 
AÍ Tri-Lake there are six bass ponds and 
to populate these the parent fish must be 
caught with hook and line'and it is part 
of the duties of. the deputies to catch 
fish for this purpqse. 


It bacomeS necessary, therefore, to 
iselect men who know how to handle rods 
and reels intelligently and successfully 
to provide the stock for the ponds. This 
work is done in the spring of the year. 


The bass nest in these ponds exactly 
as-they do iá the open water, but" the 
egjgB;and the young flsh are frea. from 
tiidir jni«r»l e ^ ^ 
Md thi low i» 


abo^ 5 per cent., as against 90 to 95 
per cent. In the lakes. 


The reason for this. Is that the little 
fish is not subjected to the killing effect 
of the larva of the "snake-feeders," frogs 
and other agencies bent upon destntction. 
There is a certain percentage of weak- 
lings that die from natural causes, but 
this is not large. 


As soon as the yottag ilsli grow big 
enough to enable them to keep out of the 
way of the destroying sigencies, they are 
planted in the open water and permitted 
to grow. 
The law protects them from 
mankind, as it proscribes that it must 
have grown to a certain length before it 
can be taken from the water for any 
purpose. 


Start About May rs. 


In ITorthem Indiana 
the 
hatching 
starts about May 16 and two weeks later 
the task of planting is begun. At pres- 
ent the ponds ar« handling about 200 
parent flsh.

One haul is first made through the 
pond from which it is desired to take 
fish and the commotion causes excite- 
ment and arouses the cirriosity and fight- 
ing qualities of the little fellows. 


Just as fast as their fins will propel 
them they go to the seats of trouble to 
find out what it is all about, and once 
they congregate it is an easy matter to 
catch them. 


In this stage they are called fingerlings 
and very naturally so, because they are 
placed in open water when they get the 
length of the middle finger of the or- 
dinary man's hand. 


Captain Fleming Talks. 


Capt. Rodney D. Fleming has been in 
the game and flsh commission employ 
for a number of years and his experi- 
ence, good judgment and courage earned 
for him his advancement to his present 
position. 


"One of the greatest troubles we have," 
he said, "are set nets. 
Men who own 
them row out into the lakes at night and 
set them, and under cover of darkness 
they go out and pull them up. 


"Tliese nets ai-e not kept in the pos- 
session of the men who own them, and 
while we may be able to locate a net 
and destroy it, there is no means of 
ascertaining who put them in the lakes, 
as the men who commit misdemeanors 
of this kind watch the deputies pretty 
closely and take advantage 
of 
every 
temporai-y absence from the lakes. 


"Spearing fish is practically a thing of 
the past and we have no great trouble 
on this score. Fish caught in these nets 
are generally offered for sale and they 
find a ready market. 
The purchasers 
generally known that the fish-are caught 
in violation of the law, but they like 
fish and know that so long as the law 
is enforced their supply will be limited 
and they simply wink at infractions. 


"It is dangeroT^s- to tiy to ship the 
fish and they are usually disposed of 
in the small town in the vicinity of the 
lakes in which they are caught. 


"Of course, we get the nets and de- 
stroy them, but others are bought to re- 
place them. Any man who knows how 
to set a net can make the price oi one 
in a single night, and after that he is 
satisfied to take a chance on losing it, as 
he eventually does, but not until after it 
had paid him a pretty good return on 
his investment." 
' 


Has Had Tou^h Experiences. 


Captain Fleming has had some thrilling 
encounters, as the men who violate the 
game laws are generally ready for a 
fight and will not. quietly submit to . ar- 
rest. He was forced to shoot Bill Deer- 
wester wh9m he caught petting, at Wi- 
nona Lake. 
Bill promptly cracked the 
d ^ l m over ,the h W mth aa par when 


an attempt was made to arrest him, (and 
this brought about the shooting. 
The 
man was not seriously woimded. 


A fellow named Jones also gave the 
captain a fight at ConnersviUe several 
years ago and was shot three times, but 
in the meantime he managed to empty 
the contents of a shotgun into.the body 
of the officer. He was killing squirrels 
out of season and when he was caught 
at it he resisted. 


The commission has been in existence

Some General Observations. 


Mr. Miller, in beginning his argument, 
said he "n ished to make a few general ob- 
servations before taking up the case of 
each of the plaintiffs in detail. 
He said 
the court had properly held that the gen- 
eral conspiracy had been established and 
that twenty-four of the defendants -were 
directly connected with the conspiracy to 
transport dynamite 
and 
nitroglycerin 
upon passenger trains and common car- 
riers engaged in the transportation of 
passengers. The evidence, he said, must 
be largely circumstantial,, but that "every 
link in the chain of circumstances is 
present," and that~.the verdict of the 
jury "is sustained by substantial evi- 
dence on every material point; that a 
clear prima facie case was 
established 
against Tveitmoe, Houlihan and 
Bern- 
hardt." 


Case of Bernhardt. 


The case of Bernhardt was the first 
taken up by ilr. Miller, who said that 
a continuous strike of iron -workers had 
existed in Cincinnati and vicinity dur- 
ing 1907-8-9 against the Grainger com- 
pany, of Ijouisville, and the 
Pittsburg 
Construction company, which were doing 
work on the open shop plan. H e qjtoted 
numerous letters which Bernhardt had 
-\vritten to John J. McNamara, then sec- 
retary-treasurer 
of 
the 
International 
Association of Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers, and which had been used as 
evidence in the trial in Indianapolis. 
Of 
one such letter, which told of a traveler 
of the Grainger company 
being over- 
turned, killing one man, and including 
"the Granger is getting kind of wobbly 
on his pins about this job and ain't far 
from 
throwing 
up. 
Now, 
if 
some 
stranger could come around the back way 
on the Q. T. and ditch the balance, I am 
pretty sure the jig is up," Mr. Miller 
said: 


"This letter bristles with criminal in- 
tent. 
It breathes conspiracy in almost 
every sentence that is written. It shows 
clearly what the writer desired" to have 
done." 


The Clark Testimony. 


The testimony of Edward Clark, busi- 
ness agent of the Cincinnati local of 
which Bernhardt was the financial secre- 
tary, who pleaded guilty and appeared 
for the government at the Indianapolis 
trial, also was presented by Mr. Miller 
as showing Bernhardt's connection with 
the conspiracy. 
Clark in his testimony 
told' of making trips to Indianapolis to 
|see McNamara and Herbert S. Hockin, 
who later succeeded McNamara as secre- 
tary-treasurer, regarding "neveral'items 
that would not do to put in;writing." 
as explained in another of Bernhardt's 
letters to McNamara. r Clark jsaid Hockin 
Went to Cincinnati and they discussed 
plans, for securing dynamite. 


Mr. Miller declared four explosions on 
Work being dojie by the -Grflinger and 
Pittsburg companies occurred during 1009 
and lf)i)9 and 
one at 
Dayton, 
Ohio, 
M'hich is ijnder the jurisdiction of the 
Ciiicinnati local. . 


Houlihan Closely Connected. 
. Haulih^n, 
through 
his 
association!} 
with Ortie E, l^TpManigal, the confessed 
dynamiter, ^nd. Frank M. R^an, presi- 
dent of the international unions all »{cm- 
bers of Ideal No. 1 of Chicago, wfta close- 
ly 
connected with the conspiracy, ac- 
eording t o , Mr. Miller's ftrgament , 


was also brought out in the Indianapolis 
trial that Houlihan was paymaster for 
the Clinton, la., explosion in February, 
1908. Mr. Miller declared. After McMani- 
gal had returned to Cliicago from Clin- 
ton, he met Houlihan, according to Mc- 
Manigal's evidence, who asked how much 
was the bill. 
McManigal told him and 
Houlihan said he did not have that much 
money with him, but he could have it at 
the next nieetiug 
night of the 
local. 
"There he (Houlihan) handed me an en- 
velope containing $165 and told me a 
friend had left it there," McManigal had 
testified. ".I asked him who, and he said, 
'A 
fellow 
called 
Ping' 
(alias 
for 
Hockin)." 


McManigal also had testified, said the 
government attorney, that he received 
instructions to go to Holyoke, Mass., 
when he caused aff explosion, from Hou- 
lihan. 


Mr. Miller also declared that 
Houli- 
han knew all about the Iroquois Iron 
works explosion in Chicago. February 24, 
1911. before it occurred, and that he was 
acquainted 
with James B. 
McNamara, 
one of the dynamiters and brother of J. 
J. McNamara. 
According to McManigal's 
confession, 
McNamara 
told 
Houlihan 
about the 
Iroquois explosion in 
these 
words: 
'"Well, Houly, we are up here to 
look after the Iroquois Iron works, and 
there is something going to come off. 
Now you can be on your guard; it may 
come off tonight 
or maybe 
tomorrow 
night." 
It 
"came off' that night, Mr. 
Miller said. 


"If Anything Happens." 


Then McNamara arranged with Houli- 
han to ship his suitcase, which he had 
left at a hotel under the name of Frank 
Sullivan, to J. J. McNamara, at Indian- 
apolis, "if anything happens or we get 
picked up." 


Shortly after this one contracting cqpn- 
pany decided to unionize and McManigal 
told Houlihan of it, to which Houlihan 
replied. "More power to the rough gang.' 
Mr. Miller declared. 


As another evidence of Houlihan's par- 
ticipation in the conspiracy, Mr. Miller 
cited the fact that local No. 1, of which 
Houlihan 
Avas financial, secretary, paid 
-Mrs. McManig£^l $25 a week for some 
time after the arrest of McManiga,!. 


These incidents, 
which 
Mr. 
Miller 
elaborated upon, quoting from the rec- 
ords of the Indianapolis trial, were suf- 
ficient 
to establish a prima facie case 
against Houlihan, he asserted. 


Much Argument in Tveitmoe. 


Mr. Miller devoted a l^vge part of his 
¡argument to Olaf a. Tveitmoe, who, in 
1910-11, was general secretary and treas- 
ixrer of tho State Building }ind Trades 
council of California, prob3,bly the most 
Iprominent labor leader on the pacific 
coast, and often referred to as "the old 
inan," relating incidents which ho de- 
clared, showed conclusively that Tveit- 
moe was connected- with the dynamite 
conspiracy. 


"Ho 
-was 
closely 
associated 
with 
Schmitty and Caplan," Mr. Miller de- 
clared. 
Schmidt and Caplan are 
sup- 
posted to have been AIcNaniara's com- 
panions in bl(/ving up the Los Angeles 
Times building, killing a score or more 
of employes of the newspaper, and other 
explosions on tho coas^. 


Plot to Destroy a tity. 


Mr. Miller told of the alleged plot to 
destroy Los Angeles, first by cuttmg off 
tho water supply, and then setting the, 
city on fire. He said the money for the 
labor war . in that city. was rolling In to 
Tveitmoe and that "the €on8pir«,tQr3'th)Bn 
cqmnienced to »peculate aa to wlu> frjii'

Finally J. B. McNamara, equipped with 
infernal machine, clocks, batteries 
and 
i e.xplosives, was sent to the coast and ho 
often conferi'ed with Tveitmoe and his 
associates there, Mr. Miller asserted. 


The government attorney then quoted 
from letters Tveitmoehad written to J. 
J. McNamara and which were found in 
the files a t the iron workers' headquar- 
ters in Indianapolis, shOAving that the 
union had sent money to Tveitmoe. 


The Cliristmas Present Episode. 


Tho "Christmas present" episode,' Avhich 
McManigal related on the staiid, Avas re- 
viewed by ]Mr. Miller. 
In brief it was: 
.J. J. McNamara, in November, 1910, told 
McNunigal that he had seen the 
"old 
man" (Tveitmoe) and said he had said he 
wanted a Christmas present 
and 
that 
he wanted ^IcIManigal to go to Los An- 
geles and bloAV up the Llewellyn Iron 
work3. Baker Iron works and the Los 
Angeles Times auxiliary plant. 
Later 
J. J. McNamara received a letter from 
Tveitmoe, concluding as follows: "Trust- 
ing Santa Claus will be as kind and gen- 
erous with surprises and presents of the 
season aa he 
to ua in the Golden 
state, we beg to remain." 


Flight of McNamara. 


'Die flight of J. B. McNamara fron\ 
San Francisco was also gone into. 
Mc- 
Namara and companion left in an auto- 
mobile and went as far as Reno, Nev. 
WHien McNamara left the machine, Mr. 
Miller declared, he gave the chauffeur, 
Malcolm Laughead, a note for Tveitmoe, 
and said Laughead was given 
$25 
by 
Tveitmoe, "not for pay for the machine, 
but for himself." 
This, Mr. Miller con- 
tended, showed that Tveitmoe 
was 
a 
party to the conspiracy. 


In concluding his statement regairding 
Tveitmoe, Mr. Miller said the California 
labor leader did not take the stand in his 
own defense, and that, ow two witnesses 
called to testify as to his reputation for 
peace and quietude, one said he did not 
know that Tveitmoe had ever been in 
the penitentiary, but had seen what pur- 
ported to be a picture of him in prison 
garb. 


""This court has held that the general 
conspiracy was established by the evi- 
dence in record and, l^herefore," said Mr. 
Miller in summing up, "it only becomes 
necessary to show evidence in the rec- 
ord, direct, circumstantial, or both, which 
tends to establish the 
engagement 
of 
these particular defendants (plaintiffs in 
error) in the conspiracy and his aiding 
and abetting the talking and carriage of 
«xplosives, 
as charged 
in the 
indict- 
ment. 


"It is peculiarly the province of the 
jury and not the court of review, under 
our judicial system, to try the case upon 
the evidence and in doing so to determine 
and apply what presumptions of 
fact 
arise fro^n the evidence to overthrqw the 
presumption of innocence. 
Presumptions 
of fact rest upon logic; result from the 
procesis of reasoning. 
Law can not con- 
trol this operation; rules can not be laid 
down to guide it unerringly. 


"All thw court is required to do is to 
ascertain whether each element is pres- 
ent upon which reasoning faculties of 
the jury may operate in centering its 
judgment; 
if present, 
the 
conclusion 
rfjached will not bo disturbed; if any ele- 
ment is absent, evidence upon any ma- 
terial point wanting, then the court may 
say that the conclusion reached was er- 
roneous and therefore the verdict was not 
sustained by the evidence." 


Here Mr. Miller quoted the law ^n the 
question, and continued: 


"There must be an absolute failure of 
evidence on some material point to »u- 
thorizc a reversal. 


"We submit, substantial evidence ap- 
peared in the record" and a prima f*cic 
case Avas established warranting the sub- 
mission of the case to the jury; that 
upon such evidence tlio jury's finding of 
fact will not be reviewed,"

the 
fax-t that they toil without pay and do 
not even ask for money renders it abso- 
lutely cert.ain that they are not

bers of the force. 


TTntil the present administration took 
hold neither of them had ever held pub- 
lic office before.

um- 
brella. 


Less dangerous, but very annoying, is 
the blood-sucking bat, a creature of the 
night who loves to attach himself to the 
great toe of sleeping explorers, if they 
have been careless enough to leave this 
vulnerable point unblanketed and gorge 
himself with blood drawn from it. 


Of human life the party saw few signs 
in all this vast wilderness, though they 
heard often the sound of Indians mak--' 
ing their hasty escape a t some distance 
off in the jungle. 
Once an arro-w was 
fired 
by a lurking savage. 
This may 
have been the deed of one of the Mtmd- 
rucus, the most warlitte sava-ges of South 
America, who haunt part of this region. 
It is one of the interesting customs of 
these Indians to cut oil' the heads of their 
fallen enemies and 
preserve 
them 
as 
grisly trophies of victoiy. 
The men of 
the tribe wear very few clothes, often 
only a girdle of leaves or feathers. 
The 
women as a rule go absolutely naked. 


It was 
early in December that 
the 
colonel 
left Asuncion, Paraguay. 
He 
traveled 
northward 
up 
the Paraguay 
river, reaching Corumba on December 15, 
and later Oiiyaba- 
Thence the 
party 
turned Avestward for a long ride of 500 
miles on horseback 
across 
the 
Great 
plateau. 
Öfter they had to leave their 
mounts 'in order to cut themselves a 
pathway with machetes 
through 
the 
tangled jungle. 
Reaching Matto Grosso, 
they turned northward again in search 
of the river of mystery, -which Roosevelt 
had set his heart upon finding and ex- 
ploring. 
At this point the party was 
divided, Anthony Fiala, the explorer of 
Arctic fame, working oiT to the eastward, 
to descend the Rio Tapajos as far as the 
Amazon. 


The others pushed on, and on the. 27th 
of February actua.lly found themselves 
on the banks of the unkno-^vn river which 
they sought. ' Here Leo C. Miller, a nat- 
uralist of the expedition, left Roosevelt 
and cut his way across country to the 
Rio ]\rachado, which he descended to the 
Madeira river. There he was picked up 
by a relief boat sent out from this city. 
In the meantime the main party, includ- 


ing Roosevelt, Kermit and Colonel Ron- 
don, plunged on straight northward into 
the wilderne.ss, to explore their mysteri- 
river—the Rio Ihivida, or River of Doubt. 


For over two months 'they were com- 
pletely lost to the world, and during the 
latter part of the trip faced peril of 
starvation. 
Roosevelt 
bruised his leg 
baclly in the rapids, and in another mis- 
hap most of their canoes were lost. 
But 
in spite- of perils and hardships 
they 
succeeded in descending the river clear 
to its confluence -with the Rio Madeira, 
where they found 
a 
stea.mer 
which 
brought them to this city.

ed like real photographs. 


One youth, signing himself James ..\t-

wrote as follows:—"I like the 
biisinesslike way you write.

tell me something 
about the ways of 
Northern 
people. 
I expect to 
travel 
through the

Look Out for Ptomaine Poisoning 


As the Avarm Avcather comes on it is 
necensary that care be taken to avoid 
ptomaine poisoning. 
This danger is sup- 
posed to come from eating 'meat of dis- 
eased animals, hut it may 
come from 
canned goods that have been imperfectl.y 
seale<L 
It is imjiossible to <lctect the 
poisonous bacteria without bacteriological 
examination, oAvMng to the fact that they 
do not cause putrefaction. 
In the groat 
majority of cases cooking renders such 
articles' of food harmless, but there arc 
many articles of canned food that are 
eaten without cooking beyond what 
Is. 
done when they are put up at the fac-' 
tory; then again there are cases on rec- 
ord" Avhere the 
bacteria 
have 
stirvived 
though the food has been cooked after 
taken from its receptacle, and illness and 
death have resulted. 
A fcAV dent's are 
therefore in order: 


Don't keep meat 
in the 
refrigerator 
tintil it is properly iced. 


Don't omit to clean the refrigerator 
frequently, using strong hot soda aolu-' 
tion. 


Don't us6 meat unless it is absolutel.y 
fres^h; never attempt 
to freshen it by 
washing with salt, soda. etc. 


Don't buy chopped mcar;i? or sau.sagc 
unless absolutely sm-e that it is freah. ' 


Finally, don't buy from any butcher 
unless sure that his níRats are fresh and 
handled in a sanitar.y manner. 


Symptoms of ptomaine poisoning are 
vomiting, severe abdominal pains, diar- 
rhoea, fever and prostration, often times 
resulting in death. 
Canned foods are 
more universally need in summer' than 
at any other time of the year, and it i.s 
well to keep in mind the importance of 
looking afc the can before openina/it to 
see if it has bulged any at 
the 
ends, 
indicating the 
presence 
of 
gas in 
the 
can. 
Unless absolutely sure that the food 
is good it is better to tlirow it away, 
as -a feAv cents lost in that way might 
save many dollars from illness. 


If any of the symptoms of ptomaine 
poisoning should be felt, a prompt emetic 
should be taken that the stofnach may 
be emptied of its contents. 
Do not wait 
to call the doctor. 
Swallow a spoonful 
of Nsalt and at the same timo mi.x a 
spoonful of mustard in either hot or cold 
Avater.'.and swallow it as soon as possi- 
ble. 
Don't Avait upon the order of doing 
it, but do it at once. 
Then i^ you want 
to send for the doctor to have him end 
up the case, it may be doite, but don't 
forget that there are things to bo done 
before he can get there.

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Extending Free Mail Delivery. 


rAt least fifteen or twenty Fndiana towns and villages 
probably go into the list of several hundred towns and 


yfflages in all sections of the United States in which ex-' 
Benments will ho made this year on a vastly enlarge.! 
scope of free delivery of mail. The new postoffice appro- 
priation biU sets aside but $250,000 for this work, but it is 
said this will be ample to make a test in a large number of 
to-wns and villages which have never enjoyed the privilege 
.of free delivery of mail. .For many years every city that 
could show the requisite amount of postoffice receipts has 
had free delivery, and within t.he last five years rural free 
delivery has become practically universal. Thus it is that 
the people who live in incorporated r.ities receive their 
mail matter at. their front doors, while the farmers even 
though they may be ten or fifteen miles distant from t.he 
nearest postoffice am handed their newspapers and letters 
sonce a day, six days in lhe week. While this is going on 
4he people who live in the villages nnd small towns, and 
even in some of the smaller cities arc compelled to go to 
the postoffice for their mail. 


Very naturally there has been protest that these 


were being discriminated against by the postoflice depart- 
ment, and officials who have had to contend with this con- 
dition have reached the conclusion that the time has ar- 
rived when congress should make provision for free deliv- 
ery of mail in every village in the country. That it will 
add to the burden of expense now earned Ity the postoffice 
department is fully realized, but, in the postal department 
'expense is seldom measured against service. Rural free 
(delivery added little or nothing to the revenues of the de- 
partment, and its cost mounts up to a tremendous figure, 
but nobody would for a moment, consent to the abolition of 
the service to the rural communities. Hut with the cities 
and the fanning sections supplied with free delivery of 
mail, it is time the smaller towns and villages were given 
the same advantages. Kree mail delivery is already so 
.universal that Uncle Sam should go the rest of the way in 
the matter. 


If reports from Mexico City telling of the steadily

o Supply Northern Portion of State With Good Fish 


I 


f MAN had less of the savage in him 


the streams and lakes of the civil- 
ized world would supply all of the 


demands made upon them for fish, the 
forest "and fields would yield a quota'cf 
game sufficient and thero would be no 
need for the game laws that are some- 
times found irksome and are regarded 
M real hardships, but that are absolutely 
necessary for the curbing of that instinct 
born when humanity had to depend for 
subsistence on the prowess and good aim 
at the mala contingent. 


Man learned probably to kill game 


when he had to rise in the morning, pick 
ont a good smooth stone and go out and 
battle with the wilderness for the fam- 
ily breakfast. If he could hurl the stone 
•with deadly swiftness and unerring uim 
the talk was an easy one and he coulr 
lag home his daily provender with com 
psiatively little trouble, but it is safe 
to bet that prehistoric man could not 
allay the lust to kill with provisions for 
a suitable time, and that so long as there 
•Wmi gam* to bo had he slaughtered it 
until he grew tired of the task. 


If his taste* directed 
him to 
the 


streams, with his primitive 
mode 
of 


o»tching fish, he caught them so long as 
h« could find them, with never a thought 
that the supply would gradually dimin 
tall and that in taking in excess of his 
immediate wants he was laying a foun 
dation for wastefulness that would oxist 
far all time to come. 


ClTfllMtion Helped a Little. 


Civilization with its growing industries 


made demands upon the time of man, as 
time grew apace, that rendered it impos- 
sible for him to devote his time to kill- 
ing game and catching fish, hut every op- 
portunity he had to return to these pur- 
suits kindled within him that old fire of 
lost and he gratified It until the physical 
exertion overcame him or the pangs of 
hunger or the fall of night forced him 
to stop. 


Eventually the game grew scarce, flsh 


less plentiful and it became necessary to 
BUrtail the privileges enjoyed under a 
system that would have led on to the 
final disappearance of both. Hence the 
establishment of the game and flsh com- 
mission of Indiana and the enactment of 
laws that have grown more and more 
*tringent until it has practically placec 
upon the violators the burden of support- 
ing a department of the state govern 
ment that was created for their own spe- 
cial benefit. 


For a few years after the enactment 


of the game laws fish increased through 
the natural channels and promised to be- 
come plentiful, but mankind had grown 
accustomed to believe that any curtail 
msnt of the privileges that he had al- 
ways enjoyed was without warrant and 
the fish were created, to eb caught and 
destroyed at will and that any statute 
designed to prevent this was an infringe- 
ment upon a right given him with his 
birth. 


Had to Establish Hatcheries. 


Armed men authorized by the state 


government patrolled the lakes and 
sought out the men who placed nets in 
the waters and who emplovcd seine and 
Bpeara and other illegitimate methods, 
and haled them into the courts, where 
fines and jail sentences were imposed 
upon them, but these deterent agencies 
were found insufficient and it became 
necessary to establish hatcheries to com- 
bat the unpardonable inroads made hy 
the poachers. 


Just at this time a great amount of 


money is being expended in all parts of 
the state °f Indiana, and especially in 
the territory adjacent to Fort Wayne, 
to supply by artificial means a remedy 
for the wanton waste indulged in by the 
fishermen. 


Spend a week at any of the lakes of 


t.ho. fltftte and the necessity of game and 


take a cottage and devote weeks to reei* 
ation waste more fish than they eat. 


Just as long as the fish will bite they 


will catcli them, and If they need a 
dozen to supply their wants they will not 
think of stopping at this number, but 
will indulge that old savage instinct unti 
ten times the needed supply is caught. 
if the flsh continue to bite. 


Hatcheries Working PnU Time. 


The most pretentious 
hatchery 
in 


Northern Indiana is located at Tri-Lakes, 
eight miles north of Columbia City, and 
Oeorge W. Miles will devote a great part 
of the summer to establishing a larger 
one at Lake Wawasee. 


In this he is being ably assisted by 


Rodney D. Fleming, captain of deputies 
for the northern district. Victor V. Caa- 
siriy, the southern district captain, has 
just finished a trip to the lakes and the 
hatchery, which was undertaken with a 
view of learning the methods employed 
by the department. 


George Berg, of Indianapolis, Is the 


man in charge of the Tri-Lake hatchery 
and he has a task that is intensely in- 
teresting to him and to the hundreds of 
visitors to the resort. He is assisted by 
John H. Fleming, a brother of the cap- 
tftin. 


United States Government Helps. 


Eggs from which the wall-eyed pike, 


the only variety now being turned out of 
the hatchery, are stripped under govern- 
ment supervision from the fish taken for 
commercial purposes from Lake Erie. 
They are thoroughly washed, fertilized 
with the mil , of the male fish and sent 
to thn hatchery in trays, after they havi 
been thoroughly dried. 


They are packed in trays enclosed ii- 


hoxea and on their arrival are placed in 
Chnae hatching jars, a battery of which 
is shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tions. Water in these jars is kept in 
constant motion through the medium of 
small glass tubes inserted from fTi^ tops 
and emptying into the bottoms of the 
jars. 


This water rises and in the action 


keeps the eggg in constant motion. As 
the flsh are hatched, and they are mere 
specks, hardly visible to the naked eye, 
they are carried to the top and out ov<* 
small spillways shown in the pictures, 
•ind from there they gradually are car- 
ried into the large galvanized receptacle 
known as a fry tank. 


Tn water maintained at a temperature 


of from SO to 55 degrees Fahrenheit the 
process 
of hatching consumes 
from 


twelve to fourteen da/s, and aftor they 
have been in the tank three or four days 
they are planted in the lakes. 


Carries in Big Milk Cans. 


From the fry tank they are trans- 


ferred to big milk cans and are. con- 
veyed to tho planting grounds or to the 
shipping station in thn automobile shown 
n the picture, along with Kr. Miles, his

Many of-them full nrey to the. big 


fish, but they an hatched out in tosh 
vast quantities that the loss does no- 
very materially affect tho supply. The 
capacity of the battery shown here is 
15,000,000 fl«h a year, but the govern 
ment supplied last year only half that 
number of eggs, so a portion ot the time 
is devoted to hatching clsco. 


The Cisco Is a good food fish, but it 


will not bite on bait of any kind one 
there is no way to catch M> except with 
nets and nines, and this is done always 
under the supervision of the gam* depu- 
ties, who must be on hand to see that 
all baas, pike, bluegills and other fish 
of value are put back into the water 
after each haul i« made. 


Task IB Tedious On*. 


Tfa* t*ik of hatching flsh is a tediow 


one and one that demands unrelenting 
vigilance. Mr. Berg or on« of his depu- 
tiet U on duty every night and every 
day in the hatcherka to see that the 
water is kept flowing, that the proper 
temperature is maintained and that the 
little fish finds it» way safely into the 
fry tank. 


There is a great fascination about it 


and the mtn who take part in the work 
are vastly interested primarily because 
most of them are sportsmen and find 
great pleasure in supplying the lakes 
with stock that will eventually furnish 
amusement and recreation for the people 
for whom they are intended. 


There are now twenty-three deputies in 


Northern Indiana and eighteen in the 
southern portion, and all of them are 
kept busy constantly. The department, 
through Mr. Miles, has purchased qine. 
acres of ground near Wawasce and the 
summer will be devoted to th« estab- 
lishment of new fisheries and breeding 
ponds. A building site for a bungalow 
to be occupied by the men ip charge 
ha* already been selected and about two 
acres will be in service this year. 


Lost year it cost about $66,00 to run 


the department, and this year about 
$80,00 will he expended. While, there is 
an appropriation bytho state from the 
funds derived from taxation, there goes 
into the coffers every yaar money enough 
from fines and license fees to almost bal- 
ance the expenditures. To every fine as- 
sessed for fish and game law violations 
is attached a fee of $20 that goes to the 
department. 


Basi Must'Be Caught 


Bass are not supplied by the hatcheries. 


At Tri-Lako there are six bass ponds and 
to populate these the parent fish must be 
caught with hook and line and it is part 
of the duties of the deputies to eaten 
fish for this purpose. 


It bocomes necessary, ' therefore, to 


select men who know how to handle rods 


about S per Cent., as against 90 to 00 
per cent. In the lakes. 


The reason for this is that the little 


flsh is not subjected to tho killing effect 
of the larva of the "snake-feeders/' frogs 
and other agencies bent upon destruction. 
There is a certain percentage of weak- 
lings that die from natural causes, bnt 
this is not large. 


As soon a* the young flsh grow big 


enough to enable them to keep out of the 
way of the destroying agencies, they are 
planted in the open water and permitted 
to grow. 
The law protects them from 


mankind, as it proscribes that it must 
hare grown to a certain length before it 


r any 
can be taken from the water fo 
purpose. 


Start About Hay 13. 


In Northern Indiana the 
hatching 


starts about May 15 and two weeks later 
the task of planting is begun. At pres- 
ent the ponds are handling about 200 
parent fish.

in violation of tho law. hut they like 
fish and know that so long as tho la-n 
is enforced their supply will ho. limited 
anil they simply wink at infractions. 


"It is dangerous to try to ship the 


fish and they are usually disposed of 
in the small town in the vicinity of the 
lakes in which they are caught. 


"Of course, wo, go.t tho. nets and de- 


ntroy thorn, but others are bought to re- 
place them. Any ma.n who knows how 
to set a. net oan make the price of one 
in a single night, and after that he is 
satisfied to take a chance on losing it, as 
he. eventually docs, hut, not until after it

MILLER AGAIN IN 


DYNAMITE CASES 


(Continued from P*c« >•> 


Sotn« Gweral Observations. 


Mr. Miller, in beginning his argument, 


said he wished to make a few general ob- 
servations before taking up the case of 
each of the plaintiffs in detail. He said 
the court hail properly held that the gen- 
eral conspiracy had been established and 
that twenty-four of the defendants were 
directly connected with the conspiracy tu 
transport dynamite and 
nitroglyccrin 


upon passenger trains nnd common car- 
riers engaged iu the. transportation of 
jias^cngers. The evidence, he said, uumt 
lie largely circumstantial, but that "every 
link in the chain of circumstances is 
present." and that the verdict of the 
jury "is sustained by substantial evi- 
dence on every material point; that a 
clenr prima facie case was established 
against Tveitmoe, Houlihan and Bern- 
Imrdt." 


Case of Bernhirdt. 


The case of Mernhardt was the flrst 


taken up by Mr. Miller, who said that 
a continuous strike of iron workers had 
existed in Cincinnati and vicinity dur- 
ing l',iil7-S-n against the (JraingCT com- 
pany, of Louisville, and the ritlsliurg 
Construction company, whieh. were doing 
work on the open shop plan. He quoted 
numerous letters which Dernhardt had 
written to John J. Mc.Namara, then sec- 
retary-treasurer 
of/-the 
International 


Association of rtridge and Structural Iron 
Workers, and which had been used as 
evidence in the trial in Indianapolis. Of 
one such letter, which told of ft traveler 
of the Grainger company being over- 
turned, killing one man, and including 
"the Granger is getting kind of -wobbly 
on his pins about this job and ain't far 
from 
throwing 
up, 
Now,, if 
gome 


stranger could come around the back way 
on the Q. T. and ditch the balance, I am 
pretty sure tho jig is up," Mr. Miller 
said: 


"This letter bristles with criminal in- 


tent. 
It breathes conspiracy in almost 


every sentence that is written. It showc, 
clear!j' what the writer desired to ha.ve 
done." 


The Clark Testimony. 


The testimony of Edward Clark, -busi- 


ness agent of the Cincinnati local of 
which Bernnardt was tha financial secre- 
tary, who pleaded guilty and appeared 
for the government at the Indianapolis 
trial, also was presented by Mr. Miller 
as allowing Bernlmrdt's connectibn vfith 
the conspiracy. Clark in his testimony 
told of making trips to Indianapolis to' 
see McNamara and Herbert S. Hocfcin, 
Who later succeeded MoNamara as secre- 
tary-treasurer, regarding "several'items 
that would not do to put in ^writing." 
ns explained in another of Bornhardt's 
letters to MeNamara, Clark said Hockin 
went to Cincinnati and they discussed 
plans . for securing dynamite. 


Mr. .Miller declared four explosions on 


work being done by the Grainger and 
Kttaburg companies occurred during 100!) 
and 
UMl'.i and 
one at T)nyton, Ohio, 


which is under the jurisdiction of the 
Cincinnati- loca). .

Houlihan Closely Connected. 


Houlihan, 
through 
Ilia 
associations 


with Ortie E. MeMnnigal, the confessed 
dynamiter, and Frank M. Kyan, presi- 
dent of the international union, all mem- 
bers of local Xo. 1 of Chicago, was elosn- 
ly connected with the conspiracy, ac- 
cording to J[r. Miller'* arjjuBupt. 
It 


was also brought out in the Indianapolis 
trial that Houlihan wan paymaster for 
the Clinton. In., explosion in February, 
1908. Mr. Miller declared. After McMani- 
gal had returned to Chicago t'roin Clin- 
ton, he met Houlihan, according to Me- 
Manigal's evidence, who adkr.i how much 
was the bill. McMnnigal told him and 
Houlihan said he did not have that much 
money with him, but ho c-oukl have it at 
the next meeting night uf tho 
local. 


"There he (Houlihan) handed me an en- 
velope containing $ltio and told me a 
friend had left it there," McManigal had 
testified. "1 a»kcd him who, and he said, 
'A 
fellow 
called 
Ping' 
(alias 
for 


Hockin)." 
•. 


McMwnigal also had testified, sVid the 


government attorney, that he received 
instructions to go to llolyokc, Mass., 
when he caused a^i explosion, from Hou- 
lihan. 


Mr. Miller also declared that Houli- 


han knew all about the Troqunig Iron 
works explosion "in Chicago, February 24. 
1BI1, before it occurred, and that he was 
acquainted with James B. McXamara, 
one of the dynamiters and brother of J. 
J. McXamarn. According to MeManigal's 
confession, 
McXamara 
told 
HouVhan 


about the Troquois explosion in these 
words: "Well, Houly, we are up here to 
loojv after the Iroquois Tron works, and 
there is something going to come off. 
Now you can be on your guard; It may 
come off tonight or maybe tomorrow 
night." 
Tt "eame ofP that night, Mr. 


Miller said. 


"If Anything Happens." 


Then McXamara. arranged with Houli- 


han to ship his suitcase, which he had 
left at a hotel under the name of Frank 
Sullivan, to J. J. McNaraara, at Indian- 
apolis, "if anything happens or we get 
picked up." 


Shortly after this one contracting com- 


pany decided to unionize and McManigal 
told Houlihan of it, to which Houlihan 
replied. "More power to the rough gang.' 
Mr. Miller declared. 


As another evidence of Houlihan's par- 


ticipation in the conspiracy, Mr. Miller 
cited the fact that local No. 1, of which 
Houlihan was financial secretary, paid 
Mrs._ McManigal $?5 ft week for some 
time after the arrest of MoManigal. 


These incidents, 
which Mr. 
Miller 


elaborated upon, quoting from the'rec- 
ords of the Indianapolis trial, were, suf- 
ficient to establish a prima, facie case 
against Houlihan, he asserted. 


Much Argument in Tveitnoe. 


Mr. Miller devoted a large part of his 


argument to Olaf a, Tveitmoc, who, in 
1910-11, was general secretary and treas- 
urer of the State Building and Trades 
council of California, probably the most 
prominent labor leader on the'Pacific 
coast, and often referred to as "the old 
man," relating incidents which he de- 
clared, showed conclusively that Tveit- 
moe was connected with the dynamite 
conspiracy. 


"He 
was 
closely 
associated 
with 


Sehniitty and Caplan," Mr. Miller de- 
clared. 
Schmidt and Caplan are sup- 


posted to have been MeXarnara'fl com- 
panions in blowing up the Los Angelea 
Times building, killing a score or more 
of employes of the newspaper, and other 
explosions on the coast. 


Plot to Destroy a City. 


Afr. Miller told of the alleged plot to 


destroy Los Angeles, first by cutting off 
the water supply, and then' setting, the 
city on lire. He said the money for the

Miller declared, he gave the chauffeur? 
Malcolm Laughcad, a note for Tve.ituioe, 
and said longhead W»A given $25 by 
Tvcitmoe, "not for pay for the machine, 
hut for himsnlf." This, Mr. Miller con- 
tended, showed that Tvcitmoe

party to the. conspiracy. 


In concluding hi3~*tatement regarding 


Tveitmoc, Mr. Miller s*id the California 
labor leader did not take the stand in his 
own defense, and that, ow two witnesses 
called to testify as to his reputation for 
peace, and quietude, one, said ho did not 
know that Tve.itmo'o had ever been in 
the penitentiary, but had seen what pur- 
ported to be a picture of him in prison 
gorb. 


"This court lias held that the general 


conspiracy was est»bli»hed by the evi- 
dence in record and, therefore," sajd Mr. 
Miller in summing up, "it only becomes 
neeessary to show evidence in the rec- 
ord, direct, circumstantial, or both, which 
tends to establish the engagement of 
these particular defendants (plaintiffs in 
error) in the conspiracy and his aiding 
and abetting the taking and carriage of 
«;cplosives, as charged, in the indict- 
ment. 


"It is peculiarly the province of the 


jury and not the court of review, under 
our judicial Bystcm, to try the case upon 
the evidence and in doing so to determine 
and apply what presumptions of fact 
arise from tho evidence to overthrow the 
presumption of innocence. Presumptions 
of fact rest upon logic; result from'the 
process of reasoning. Law can not con- 
trol this operation; rules can not be laid 
down to guide it unerringly. 


"All this court is required to do is to 


ascertain whether each element is pres- 
ent upon which reasoning faculties of 
the jury /may operate in centering its 
judgments.-if present, 
tile 
conclusion 


reached will not be disturbed; if any ele- 
ment is absent, evidence upon any ma- 
terial poirft wanting, then the court may 
say that the conclusion reached was er- 
roneouft and therefore the verdict was not 
sustained by tho evidence"." 


Here Mr., Miller quoted tho law on the 


question, snd continued: 


"There must be an absolute failure of 


evidence on some material point to au- 
thorize a reversal. 
' 


"We submit, substantial evidence .ap- 


peared in tho record and a prima facie 
case, was established warranting the sub- 
miMion of the case to the jury; that 
upon such evidence tho jury's finding of 
fact will not be reviewed."

Mrs. Sfa-Twiret .Tohnson Lane and Miss

by tho neighbors and the teachers of the j 
neighborhood schools. The headquarters j 
opened in April, and at first most of 
the boxos went to the schools. When tlio 
teachers did not. buy them the children 
pooled their money in order that their 
class rooms might not. he a wihit behind 
the others in decorative charm. 


Individual buying came later, when the

to reduce the cost of producing 


food," said Mr. George Qua trie, "and 
there is no better way to d/> that than to 
get food for plants from the air. That 
can bo done, and I hnvc proved it.'' 


Mr. Quarrie is an Englishman, and his 


experiments were carried on in I'lver- 
ston, Lancashire, but he has lived in this 
country for a long time, and says that 
there h no reason why the same methods 
could not be utilized here in gardens, and 
even on'a larger scale on Che farm. 


"Every day farmers are paying more 


and more foe the food for their land, this 
food consisting chiefly of nitrogen, and 
the. consumer has to p.iy for that food," 
he pointed out. "Now, the air is full of 
nitrogen, and there is no reason why 
plants should not take their food from 
the air, except that it is not available 
for them in that way. They have to get 
it from the ground through their routs, in 
the form of ammonia, for the most part. 
Rut if there were some way of getting 
that nitrogen from the air so that the 
plants could hnve free Tccals, tlie cost 
of living could be brought down. 


"It can be done. I got the 'tip from 


Uebig.many years ago. Me wrote that 
even unfruitful soils contain more than a 
hundred times more, nitrogen (latent) 
than is required for a good crop. 
In 


twenfy-onc arable soils, lo a depth of 
ten inches, (here has been found from 
five hundred to a thousand times more 
nitre/gen than is required, but bound up 
as undiSBolvcd, earthy silicates and phos- 
phntes.

Service operatives suspected him of being 
a counterfeiter and were watching his 
every move. 


I obtainrd the card and it was at once 


evident that the signature was not Lo- 
gan's. It asked to have his mail for- 
warded to an address where Don Gaspnro 
kept a drug store in which was a branch 
post office used frequently by the Black 
Hand members. Much of their mail wa» 


sent there. 
It did not take long for op- 


eratives to i!ig up fiasparo's psst. 
He 


hnd lived for :i long time in the Bronx 
near the tenement houses built by Mo- 
rello and Lupo. From time tn time he 
had been associated with Morello in 
ventures which did not make for the 
peace of the community. There were 
many reasons why he should desire to 
help Morello. 


So we laid a counter plot to the change 


of address Hcheme: From all parts of 
the country 1 caused to he mailed letters 
in vari-colored envelopes addressed to 
Lojan in the Custom House, New York 
city. 
Of course these letters were all 


forwarded to the branch post office in 
Don Giisparo's drug store, at No. 23 New 
Bowery, and placed in the general de- 
livery box marked L/. 


The envelopes were made large nnd 


colored so that Secret Service men could 
at. a considerable distance, see who took 
them from the general delivery box. For 
days my mon watched the place. They 
saw the envelopes placed in the box. 
They saw men they knew to be Black

Tarts of the confession I will quote 


verbatim, but it will be necessary from 
time to time to digress and connect the 
doings of the counterfeiters with the ac- 
tions of my men. It was not until I had 
Cotnilo's confession complete that I ar- 
rested the members of the Lupo-Morello 
gang. 


Cornito was a native of Cananzero, 


Calabria, a province of Southern Italy. 
He went to New \'ork in the latter part 
of June, 1907. He ha,d. been a teacher iu 
private and government schools and was 
a printer hy trade. Seven years o£ his life 
were spent in South America, where he 
learned to speak Spanish very fluently. 
In Rio Janeiro he taught school and as- 
sisted the Italian Consul. In introducing 
his confession Comito wrote in his own 
quaint way:—

MASSACRED BY MEXICANS. 


Every school child recalls "tho Alamo." 


On March 0, 1836, Santa Anna's forces 
mrrounded a garrison of 250 Americans 
ji the old mission at San Antonio and 
•very one was massacred. On March 27 
of the sumo year a similar -butchery oc- 
rarred at Goliad.. There 500 American 
prisoners were wantonly put to death. 


_^- The Tcxaus, inflamed over the*0 atroci- 


ties, showed exceptional valor, and when 
Seiicrnl Houston's little army of 800 men 


met. Snntft Anna's force of 1,200 at San 
Jacinto, on April 21, the latter met a 
crushing defeat 
Santa Anna was c:ip- 


i 
lured, the war ended, and Tcxaa won her 
independence. The following year Texas 
was recognized as an independent re- 
public ,with Sam Houston as its Presi- 
dent, by the United States, alld in 1845 
she was admitted to the Union. 


This annexation was the real cause of 


the war with Mexico. Texas cauic into 
the Union with the express- understanding 
that the government at 
Washington 


ihould undertake the responsibility of set 


,\ 
tling the question of the international 
boundary line. Texas claimed the llio 
Grande as tbe boundary and this was dis- 
puted by Mexico. The dispute came to 
head when, in 1846, President James K. 


1 
Polk accepted the claims of Texas and 
ordered General Zachary Taylor to march 
with his troops to the eastern bank of the 
Rio Grande and establish tbat stream as 
the western boundary of the United 
States. Mexico declared that the Nueces 
River, 100 miles to the eastward, was the 


\ 
true boundary, thus placing El Paso with- 
in Mexican territory. 


There has always been great criticism 


of tie United States for the declaration 
of war on Mexico iu 1816. 
President 


Polk, in a now famous message to Con- 
gress, declared thnt by shedding American 


I Wood on American soil the Mexicans bad 


really precipitated 
the war. Mexican 


sympathizers have always held that they 
were forced to do so by the actions of the 
United States. 
Tho incident In question 


occurred on April 25, J84G, when a small 
party of Mexicans crossed to the eastern 
bank of the Rio Grande and met a party 
of Americans. There was a lively skir- 
mish and the Mexicans were driven buck 
.vitli a loss of six men, and four Americans 
were killed.

General Taylor was in command; Cali- 
fornia, under Admiral Stockton and Cap- 
tain John C. Fremont; Xcw Mexico, under 
General Stephen W. Kearney, and Vera 
Cruz and Mexico City, where General 
Winfield Scott, thc commander in chief 
of the American forces, was in charge. 


GENERAL TAYLOR'S VICTORIES. 
The first glory of the war fell to Gen- 


eral Taylor, who won a scries of brill- 
iant victorin in Northern Mexico while 
General Scott was chafing in Washing- 
ton. He made his headquarters at Matn- 
morns after the fall of that city. One of 
his generals fras George Gordon Meade, 
who later commanded tho Union troops 
at Gettysburg, and his letters, which have 
been preserved, indicate that General Tay- 
lor's campaign was conducted with very 
little help from Washington. 


Thorp were no telegraph lines in those 


days and few railroads—none at nil in 
the region of his operations—consequently 
communication was slow and unsatisfac- 
tory. In one of his letters, written at 
Matamoras ou June 28, forty-one days 
after thc occupation, of the city, General 
Meade wrote:— 


"General Taylor has not received a line 


from the department since the oattles; 
indeed, I heard him say he had not re- 
ceived a line from it since last January, 
when it ordered him to the Rio Grande; 
not even a simple acknowledgment of 
tho receipt of his official reports, though 
we see by the papers thnt are now and 
then brought by vessels bringing over 
supplies that his reports have been re- 
ceived, that he has been made a major 
general and, owing to the course of Gen- 
eral TScott, is to remain in command of 
the forces operating against Mexico. 


"My own opinion is that the Mexicans 


will never disturb us on thc river, our 
present position, but thnt they will make 
a stand at Monterey should we advance 
into the interior. 
They will, without 


doubt, fortify that place, and it is under- 
stood to ba capable of strong defence. 
Then they have a distance of eighty miles 
to Sgltillo, which is a pass through the 
mountains, capable of being made im- 
pregnable if defended by bravo and in- 
trepid men, and which it will be difficult 
for us to force if they defend it properly. 


"But I do not >bclieve it is in the people 


to resist o* us brave men would do, al- 
though every effort will be made to nrousc 
their national prejudices and religious 
feelingH against us. If we only had 15,000 
regular troops I believe sincerely we could 
march to the City of Mexico, \i\\t. I doubt 
thc practicability of doing so with a force 
of volunteers."

Thc Mexicans did resist nt Monterey. 


So well had they fortified the town that 
General Taylor stormed it for four days 
before it fell. 
His forces consisted of 


0,230 men, with sixteen six-pounder guns, 
two twenty-four pounder howitzers and 
one heavy mortar. It-was on September 
24 that the Americans entered the city 
and at once began preparations for what 
proved to be one of thc most important 
battles of the wnr, that of Buena Vista. 


General Scott in the meantime had -pre- 


pared to move on Vcra Cruz from the sea 
nnd from thore march on to Mexico City. 
General Tnylo*1 spent practically nil the 
early winter in preparations for a great 
conflict, but tho actual battle was pre- 
cipitated through the miscarriage of or- 
ders. General Scott had ordered General 
Taylor to send nine regiments to aid in 
the proposed attack on Vent Cruz, but 
unfortunately these- orders fell into thc 
hands -of Santa Anna, the Mexican Presi- 
dent. Santa Anna immediately marched 
his whole force against General Tnylor, 
expecting to find him weakened and crush 
him on the spot. 
It was 20,000 men 


against less than 5,000, but with the odds 
so overwhelmingly against him General 
Taylor engaged in the death grapple with 
Mexico on February 23, 1847. 


"Sir:— In reiply to your note of this 


(late, summoning me to surrender my 
forces nt discretion, I beg leave to any 
that I decline acceding to your request'." 


Santa Anna attacked late in the after- 


noon. The American forces were posted 
on a high plateau, surrounding the ha- 
cienda of liuena A'ista, some five miles 
south of Saltillo. The hacienda, consisted 
of a collection of adobe buildings, with thc 
customary flat roofs and thick walls, sep- 
arated with regular streets, and was ad- 
mirably adapted to defence against a force 
carrying only band arms.

General Taylor's men were well drilled, 


hardened and enthusiastic, while the ranks 
of thc Mexican nrmy fwcro filled largely 
with miserable, half starved Indians, who 
had been, forced into the service nnd had 
no feeling of patriotism to spur them on. 
Nevertheless, during the, first hour the 
American left wns forced back and some 
of the soldiers, fleeing ns far back as

Look Out for Ptomaine Poisoning 


As the warm weather corn's on it is 


necessary that care be taken to avoid 
ptomaine poisoning. This danger is sup- 
posed to come from eating meat of dis- 
eased animals, bill, it may 
cyme, from 


canned goods that have been imperfectiy 
scaled. 
It is impossible to detect the 


poisonous hacteria without bacteriological 
examination, owing to the fact, that they 
do not cause putrefaction. 
In the great 


majority "nf cases cooking renders such 
articles of food harmless, but there are 
many articles of canned food that arc 
eaten without cooking beyond what, is 
done when they arc put-up at the file-j 
lory; then again there are eases on rec-; 
ord' where the bacteria have survived^ 
though the food lifts been cooked after! 
taken from its receptacle, and illness and 
death have resulted. 
A few dont's are 


therefore in order: 
I 


Don't keep me.it in the refrigerator 


until it, is properly iced. 
- Don't omit to clean the- refrigerator 
frequently, using strong hot soda solu- 
tion. 


Don't, use meat unless it is absolutely 


fresh; never attempt to freshen it by 
washing with suit, soda. etc. 


Don't, buy chopped meats or sausage, 


unless absolutely sure that it is fresh. 


Finally, don't buy from any butcher 


unless sure that his meats are fresh and 
handled in n sanitary manner. 


Symptoms of ptomaine poisoning are 


vomiting, severe abdominal pains, diar- 
rhoea, fever and prostration, often times 
resulting in death. 
Canned foods are, 


more univiT.-allv need in summer than 
at any oilier time of'the year, and it is 
well to keep in miii'd the, importance of 
looking at the can before opening it to 
see if it has bulged any at tiic ends, 
indicating the presence of gas in th 
can. t'nless absolutely sure that tho food 
in good it is better to throw it away, 
as a lew cents lost in thai way might 
save many dollars from illness. 


If any of the symptoms of ptomaine 


poisoning should be felt, a prompt e.mctic 
should he taken that the stomach may 
lie emptied of its contents. Do not wait, 
to call the doctor. Swallow a spoonful 
of salt and at the. same time mix n 
spoonful of mustard in either hot or.eoM 
water, and swallow it as soon as possi- 
ble. 
Don't wait upon the order of doinp 


it. but. do it at once. Then if you want 
to send for the doctor to have, him em! 
up tin: ca^e, it mav be done, but don't 
forget that there are things to he done 
before lie can get there.

schools is shown in the teaching of arts 
and sciences. The old way was to pre- 
pare the student for the study of bouiny 
hy converting him into a glossary of 
technical 
terms. 
He 
learned 
about 


stamens .ind pistils and corollas anil all 
those things and glibly recited the basis 
of classification. 
The first thing the 


pnpil learns under the present method 
is the gxiod oC botany—why the tired 
business man should bother with it. 
Botany means grain, wheat, straw, lum- 
ber, tflr, molasses, pitcli, chewing gum. 
Botany means prodncts to he bought and 
sold. Hotany means to the business man 
tha.t the earth is covered with vegetation, 
some of which is pood to eat, aoid most of 
which in some form or other may be nold, 
The business mnn chnuld know where 
thflse things are grown. After learning 
nbdiit lw>t.iny'in flie concrete the modern 
wtudent leams aho-ut the principles—a re- 
versal of old academic forms. 


Formerly chemistry was taught, by 


learning the names of a string of ele- 
ments in the beginning and the jotting 
down of the symbols which stood for 
them. Chemistrj from' a business point 
of view consists principally of oxida- 


tion and reduction.

A Severe Drought.

loss. The rivers wer* so low that flat- 
boats could not be operated, thus pre- 
venting the transportation of supplies 
from many sources.

allow of the free passing of boats and 
this condition saved much suffering and 
loss, . . .

a large brick hotel building at, the cor- 
ner of the present AVeat. Main street and 
Broadway.

the walls, nnd roof. In 1S53 the interior 
was completed, and in the following V0ar 
it was opened as a first-class hotel. In 
the meantime, the building was used for 
fairs and various sorts of public gather- 
ings.
